WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.-—The Navy raised the curtain today on its 
plans for testing the atomic b omb against a great arm ada of fighting 
s hips -a n experim ent expected to revolutionize sea warfare 
A guinea pig fleet of 97 vessels, ranging from carriers and b attle­ 
ships, sub m arines and transports to an assortm ent of smaller craft such 
as landing ships, will b e the atomic target in the vast operation to start 
in May. 
The lab oratory selected is the anchorage of Bikini atoll, one of the 
northernm ost of the M arshall Islands which were wrested from Jaixan b y 
amphib ious assault two years ago. 
Vice Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, head of the Navy’s division on special 
weapons, ticked off for the senate atomic energy committee these de­ 
tails of the epochal experim ent, known b y the codeword "Operation 
* Crossroads". 
1. In the target fleet will b e 50 
operating ships—two aircraft car­ 
riers, four b attleships, two cruis­ 
ers, 16 destroyers, eight sub marines

Mr. T inm an's views were expres­ 
sed at a news conference. 
Asked ab out a proposal b y B en­ 
jam in F. Fair lees, president of U. S. 
Steel, that he call an all-m anage­ 
m ent conference on wages, the Pres­ 
ident said he was always ready to 
talk to b usiness leaders. 
However, lie added, the b est thing 
Fairiess can do is send word tha t 
he accepts the W hite House pro­ 
posal for settling the steel strike. 
Seizure No t Practical No w 
Mr. T rum an said he thought it 
was not practical to seize the steel 
industry- at the present time. 
He 
w’ould not say the industry would 
not b e seized eventually if the strike 
Is prolonged, however. 
lie aLso said tha t the 
striking 
meat workers will go b ack to work 
at their old wages wiien the gov­ 
ernm ent seizes the m eat plants S a t­ 
urday. 
If steel Is eventually seized, tho 
president added, the steel workers, 
too, m ust go b ack at current wages. 
Asserting that b oth m anagem ent 
and lab or have too m uch power, the 
President declared m uch of today's 
industrial strife Is merely a try-out 
for power and added it was neces­ 
sary for the governm ent to assert 
itself, to assert the power of the 
people. 
The President said. undeT q ues­ 
tioning, that he has done every­ 
thing he could to settle the steel 
strike in the ab sence of legislation 
supporting his 
fact-finding 
and 
"cooling 
o ff” procedure. The steel 
strike, he continued, is not in tho 
pub lic interest.

Well, a lot of |>eoplr these dafs are trying to do 
Just that. 
But they arc discontented, maladjusted, 
or full of persecution complex es and delusions oi 
grandeur. 
They aren’t, however, the self-confessed 
neurotics that the Englewood teacher ls seeking 
On 
t lie contrary, they are the people who would heartily 
resent 
any 
suggestion 
that 
they 
art n 't 
m entally 
healthy, norm al and. of course, dead right in their 
b eliefs. 
The results of their symptoms and their efforts 
are ob vious. 
Discontented soldiers are clamoring to 
come home. Discontented wage earners are out on 
stflke 
Persecuted employers are refusing to b udge 
an Inch, claiming that the discontented wage earn­ 
ers are out to destroy them. 
Delusions of grandeur are b usting out all over — 
among congressmen, industrialists, lab or leaders, all 
of them self-appointed saviors of democracy, the 
American way of life, free enterprise, or anything 
else that happens to ga in saving at the moment. 
The great troub le, of course, is that these people 
are tiying to change the national environm ent to fit 
their own particular tastes. 
And since their tastes 
have a way of b< iug totally dissimilar, the result is 
the rather sorry mess wt> find ourselves in today. 
So the m an from Englewood rnuy have something 
thrre, at that. Perhaps what we need is an organ­ 
ization of adm ittedly confused people, humb le people 
who will say, “We ain't happy," and then try to do 
something ab out it. 
Of course, it might b e that they, too, would get 
into n fight over wlint Ls wrong and how to fix it. 
But it might aLso b e possib le tha t their search for 
surroundings of reasonab le happiness and content­ 
m ent would take them b ack to some fund amen tab 
that have b ecome lost in the postwar shuffle -things 
like a fairer shake for "us" rather than just for "me"; 
an end of economic strife for strife's sake; 
less 
grandiose promises for tomorrow’ and more effort 
toward a pleasanter world today. 
Anyway, it would b e an interesting ex periment to 
watch for those of us who oocaslon&Uy wake up in 
the middle oi the night with the cold feeling that 
everything's screwy, everyone's discontented, and that 
only the G rade A neurotic has m uch chance of keep 
ing his b alance 


See Here. Mister Harg ro v e 
Fam e occasionally plays some jieculiar and unfor­ 
tunate tricks, especially when it comes suddenly or 
too early in one's life. It apparently has In the case 
of M arlon Hargrove, of "See Here, Private Hargrove” 
fame, although he doesn't realize it now. Coming to 
him b oth too suddenly and too early In life, he isn't 
prepared to meet it and accepts it in a faLse light. In 
short, he takes himself too seriously, whereas hLs 
rapidly fleeting fame came to him in the form o( 
humor, unwittingly displayed. 
The result, quite apparent in his Town Hall talk 
in Salem Tuesday night, is that the pub lic is discover­ 
ing his b oyish seriousness in what they previously 
hud accepted as awkward humor. 
In relating how 
everything possib le is wrong with the army, he re­ 
minds sotne of us old veterans of World W ar I of the 
"Everyb ody's Out of Step But Jim ” ditty so popular 
in those postwar days 
Many of the things he find 
wrong with the army were wrong with it when we 
were doing a little soldiering for Uncle Sam 
But 
we've grown a little more m ature and in time so will 
M ister Hargrove. Then he will discover that a train ­ 
ing cam p Ls not a college campus, that war Is a seri­ 
ous b usiness conducted on so large a scale that many 
m istakes and injustices creep in, as they always have 
in every army in every war ever fought. 
Viewed strictly from the angle of relax ing enter­ 
tainm ent, his talk here was a welcome relief from 
postwar prob lems that have b een making all of us 
dizzy. Viewed f(pm any other angle would b e lend 
ing false encouragem ent to a disallusioned youth. 


Every7 m ajor strike now in progress was called 
after strike notices and b allots.

MANY people think that just b e­ 
cause a person is pale, he Ls suffer­ 
ing from anem ia or a lessening of 
the coloring in the b lood. However, 
anem ia-m ay not b e present, for the 
pallor or paleness that is seen may 
come from other causes. F ortunate­ 
ly. a physician can quite easily 
diagnose anem ia b y m eans of a sim ­ 
ple ex am ination of the b lood. 
There are three main groups of 
anemia One group is due entirely 
to a deficiency of iron in the b ody, 
and is known as hypochromic ane­ 
mia. The second group is due al­ 
most entirely to long-continued in­ 
fections and is known as mild nor- 
mochronie anemia. 
Severe Group 
A severe normochromic 
anem ia, 
the third Rroup. may lie due to in ­ 
fection, nephritis, or chronic kid­ 
ney 
inflam m ation, 
destruction 
of 
red b lood cells from various causes 
and to two conditions known as 
pernicious 
anem ia 
and 
aplastic 
anemia. 
Long-continued b leeding 
Is the 
most 
common 
cause 
of 
anem ia 
due to a deficiency of iron, or hy­ 
pochromic anemia. 
In men, (his 
b leeding Ls usually from the stom ­ 
ach or b owel due to piles, ulcer, or 
cancer. In women, b leeding from the 
stomach and b owel also occurs, b ut 
b leeding Horn the uterus or womb 
causes many more cases of anem ia 
in women. 
In anem ia caused b y b leeding, of 
course, the most im portant part of 
the treatm ent Ls to determ ine the 
;-uuse for it and remove it. O pera­ 
tion Ls 'necessary in 
some 
cases 
when there Ls ex cessive b leeding 
from the uterus. X -ray treatm ents 
also may b e helpful. 
In addition, the diet should con­ 
tain a lib eral quantity of protein 
foods, such as meat, milk, and eggs, 
as well as those rich in iron, such 
as vegetab les and whole-grain 
ce­ 
reals. Iron-containing preparations 
such as iron and 
ammonium 
ci­ 
trate or ferrous sulfate are often 
employed. 
Remove Infection 
The anemias in tlie second group
